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Pursuant to the directives of the paper filed 8/6/03, claims 6-1 1 have been amended, and 
claims 29-36 added. Claims 6-11, 23-36 are pending. Claims 23-28 remain withdrawn 
from consideration; claims 30-36 are also withdrawn from consideration. Claims 6-1 1 are 
examined in this Office action. 

Applicants' arguments filed 8/6/03 have been considered and found persuasive. The 
previously imposed rejections arc withdrawn. 

Claim 29 is characterized as allowable. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C §1 02 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this action. 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the 
United States. 

Claims 6-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by Carraway, R. E. 
(Peptides (New York, NY, United States) 14(1), 37-45, 1993). 

Carraway discloses compound #1 1 (table 2, page 42), which has the following sequence: 

Arg-Arg-Ile-Tyr-Ile-Leu 
Also disclosed is that this peptide exhibits some binding to porcine brain membranes. 

The claims encompass any hexapeptide that contains the tripeptide Arg-Ile-Tyr. The 
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claims therefore encompass the peptide disclosed in Carraway. There is no mention of 
pi integrin or a4pi integrin in the reference. However, as asserted in the specification, 
any peptide which contains the tripeptide Arg-Ile-Tyr exhibits this property. 
Thus, the claims are anticipated. 

Claims 6-11 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. §1 02(b) as being anticipated by Qi, Jie (Shengwu 
HuaxueZazhi 13(5), 576-579, 1997). 

Qi discloses (page 578) that the following peptide was prepared and tested for inhibition of 
trypsin catalytic activity: 

Ac-Cys-Pro-Arg-Ile-Tyr-Asn-NH 2 
There is no mention of (31 integrin or a4pl integrin in the reference. However, as asserted 
in the specification, any peptide which contains the tripeptide Arg-Ile-Tyr exhibits this 
property. 
Thus, the claims are anticipated.
